Fulton County policemen rushed 
to the Buckhead section as calis 
came flooding in, reporting auto- 
mobiles broken into, brakes re 
leased and cars sent rolling away, 

Calls came in from Brentwood, 
Eureka, and Sheridan Drives. 


Atlanta police already had as. 
signed 10 detectives to an inten- 
sive, full-time search for vandals 
after two dozen automobiles were 
damaged or wrecked in Northeast 
Atlanta early Sunday. 

Unprecedented for viciousness 
the vandalism already had run up 
damage in the thousands of dol- 
lars. . 

The vandalism was accom- 
plished by smashing of automobile 
windows and releasing of the 
brakes. The machines apparently 
rolled aimlessly down hills, crash- 
ing into objects or plunging over 
embankments. 

Not even the churches escaped 
the hard-hitting hoodlum wrath. 
At St. Philip’s Cathedral, 2744 
Peachtree Rd., N. W., morning 
worshippers found the electric 
fuses had been removed, shutting 
off lights and heat. 

Assigned to head the investiga- 
tion, Det. Lt. E. L. Sikes and Sgt. 
E. O. Mullen called in practically 
all of the city’s vice squad. 

Sikes took on a 4 p. m. to mid- 
night shift with Dets. Roy Pendley 
and B. G. Holland. Dets. E. B. 
Brooks and 1. M. Holton were as- 
signed to the midnight to 8 a. m. 
shift. Sgt. Mullen took over the 
investigation on an 8 a. m. to 4 
shift with Dets. H. G, Mann, 
Y. H. Allen, U. G. Oakes and P. 
H. Beasley. 

“We're going to run down these 
hoodlums before we stop.” Sikes 
suid, He asked for all public assiat- 
ance in giving clues that might 
lead to the vandals. 

Apparently the vandalism began 
around 1:30 a.m. Max Kuni- 
anksy, of 1753 Johnson Rd., N. E., 
told police the window of his au- 
tomobile had been broken and the 
brake released, causing it to roll 
several hundred feet down the 
street and plunge over an embank- 
ment. 

Fulton County officers, who 
stopped to inspect the Kuniansky 
machine, furnished the only avail- 
able clue to the widespread de 
struction. They reported seeing 
live white youths in a late model 
vreen Ford car speed by the scene 
of the wreckage. 

The youths drew away from the 
nutomobile windows and attempt- 
ed to hide their faces when they 
saw the police uniforms, officers 
Said,

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FEARS MEAT RATIONING 


Sen. O'Daniel Demands 
Anderson Leave Cabinet 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4—(?)—Sen. O’Daniel, Democrat, Texas, 
called on housewives, “all cattlemen and livestock growers,” Sun- 
day to join him in a demand that Secretary of Agriculture Anderson 
be ousted from the Cabinet for his views on meat ratfoning. 

O’Daniel interpreted a Friday 
night statement by Anderson as 
meaning that the Secretary has 
asked that rationing of meat be set 
up again in view of shortages and 
high prices. 

Anderson had predicted that 
Americans will be asking for meat 
rationing by Spring. 

O’Daniel got out a statement 
saving that rationing “is a commu- 
nistic, totalitarian measure” and 
added: 

“It will take the steaks out of 
the grocery stores and put them in 
the swanky restaurants and hotels 
where bloated bureaucrats can 
feed on them three times a day 
out of their fat, tax money ex- 
pense accounts.” 

Anderson said Saturday night 
that he had assigned Charles F. 
Brannan, Assistant Secretary o 
Agriculture, to “look up what our 
responsibilities would be if a meat 
rationing program should be 
signed to this Department, 
how we should go about it.’ 


legislation which would authorize 
the Agriculture Department to 
draw up plans for meat rationing 
on a hold-in-reserve basis. 

Sen. Morse, Republican, Oregon, 
meanwhile resumed his opposition 
to meat rationing, in a radio talk. 
He said: 

“The farmer will not look with 
any kindness upon any proposal 
that seeks to subject him to con- 
trols, but leaves the manufacturer, 
whose products he has to use, not 
subject to controls.”

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A Century of Christian Leadership 


Three Atlanta churches yesterday be- 
gan the official observance of their hun- 
dredth anniversaries. 

The First Baptist, First Methodist and 
First Presbyterian Churches of this city 
all were founded in 1848, when Atlanta 
was still known as Marthasville. 

They have grown with the city, shar- 
ing its triumphs and tribulations, lend- 
ing comfort in its hours of sorrow and 
providing inspiration in its days of resur- 
gence. 

Though the part that a city’s churches 
play too frequently is minimized in a 
recounting of its progress and prosperity, 
every thoughtful citizen must recognize 
that, but for their influence and leader- 

ship, no community could hope to survive. 


Atlanta has long since gained world 
recognition as the hub of Southern indus- 
trial activity. But Atlanta remains a 
city of churches, a fact which invariably 
impresses visitors and newcomers. And 
we find comfort rather than contradic- 
tion in the fact the commercial colossus of 
the South remains the capital of what 
short-sighted cynics are wont disdainfully 
to call “the Bible Belt.” 

There is no overestimating the role 
which has been played in the shaping of 
Atlanta’s destiny by the three great 
churches which celebrated their centen- 
nials on yesterday. 

They have given us a hundred years 
of Christian leadership and we pray for 
them many hundreds more. 


Our Congressmen Are On the Job 


We were agreeably surprised to find, 
while perusing the Congressional Quar- 
terly, that, contrary to what many think, 
Congressmen stay pretty well on the job. 

During the past year, for instance, 
there were 83 record votes in the House of 
Representatives. And a total of only 14 
absences were recorded for Georgia’s en- 
tire delegation of 10 Congressmen. Rep. 
Camp was absent twice, Cox once, Lan- 
ham three times, Pace three times, Pres- 
ton once and Vinson four times. The others 


had a record of perfect attendance, at least 
at voting time. 

The record of our two Senators wasn’t 
quite so good, but it strikes us as about 
average for the 96 members of that august 
body. The Senate had 138 record votes last 
year. Sen. George was absent for 19 of 
them anc Sen. Russell was not there eight 
times. 

But all in all the compilation reveals 
that the people’s representatives are con- 
scientious and aware of their trust. 


We Are Grateful .. . And Humble 


The Constitution is grateful for the 
hundreds of congratulations it has receiv- 
ed from thoughtful readers in the week 
since we moved into our new quarters. The 
letters, wires and phone calls serve to re- 
mind us that thousands of Georgians have 
a proprietary feeling for The Constitution 
and we rejoice in their sense of possession.

“The new Constitution building is a 
magnificent, streamlined edifice of brick 
and stone and glass, the last word in 
modernism,” concludes The Macon News. 
“Congratulations to a great newspaper, 
now housed in a great monument to the 
character and courage of great men.” 

There were many more, so many, in 
fact, that space if not modesty precludes 
the possibility of mentioning them here. 
Suffice it to say, we are grateful and 
humble. 

The Constitution, which is proud of its 
new home, is prouder still of its reputa- 
tion among those who know and love it 
best. We can only promise to strive, in 
the future as in the past, to justify the 
esteem which so many have spoken for us 
on the occasion of our moving.

Eva Braun's Tub 


“Eva Braun used this car a lot. She slept in 
this bed and bathed in the tub there in your 
bath,” he said. 


When I awoke I felt no inner or extraneous sensation. I lay 
there and considered how the perfumed, bovine Eva, Hitler’s mis- 
tress, and before that mistress to most of Hitler’s gang, must have 
awakened there many mornings and listened to the clicking of the 
wheels of the rails, observed the paneled walls, the silver-plated 
appointments and thought how secure and wonderful it was to be 
now, at last, the private-kept woman of the Fuehrer himself. 

Eva, I am sure, rang for her bath. 

But I, alas, had to put my dainty feet out on the heavy thick car- 
pet, find my slippers and go draw my own bath. 

The bath was a “Site” bath, of mottled marble. It was an ample 
tub. One could sit in its chair-like interior, with one’s feet com- 
fortably down in the lower portion of the tub, the water up about 
one’s shoulders, and. meditate much easier than in an ordinary tub. 


One could, too, turn on the shower from the ceiling 

above the tub, or use the hand spray. Eva, of course, 

summoned maids to spray and soap and lather the Braun chassis, 

~~ I managed without any servants, mountain-bred Spartan that 
am. 

I chuckled, wishing some few friends could see me, but I hastily 
admitted it was no great sight, and the fact that it was Eva’s, and 
before that, Von Ribbentrop’s car and tub, was not really important. 
So I lathered and showered and sang “Du Bist Wie Eine Blume” 
and was happy, as I suppose Eva Braun had been happy, thinking 
how secure and permanent her position was, and all the world 
afeared of the Fuehrer. At any rate, I knew better than Eva. 

It was cold outside, and at each stop the desolate people stared 
at the car, recognizing it as one of those that used to glitter in the 
stations as the Nazi hierarchy traveled to and fro in what those 
that are left now refer to as “‘the good old days.” 


Back in the paneled room, with the soft rug and 
Tenderness the radio-telephone, from which, in the good old 
days, a good Nazi could telephone any car on the train and say, 
“Come on down and join me in a drink,” or ring up a concentration 
camp and order the slaughter of a few thousand more helpless per- 
sons, I thought again of Eva. Without doubt, that cow-like person 
had held the receiver to her lips and breathed, “I am waiting, 
Adolf,” and without doubt the Fuehrer had come mincing down the 
corridor to tap at the door. 

I thought of all this, standing there dressing, and somehow I 
was led only to philosophize that it was too bad they had it so 
soft as long as they did; dawdling in palaces and custom-made trains, 
with marble baths, while millions were going out to die because 
of them and their madness and their bestiality. 

I, an old soddy, Tennessee boy, took a sort of morbid pleasure 
in living in the special car four days asewe visited the Ruhr and 
its wrecked and shattered cities; its mines, its mills and its factories. 


The cities there, Dusseldorf, Essen, Cologne and all the others, are 
sc destroyed I doubt if the next 40 years sees them restored. 


It is too bad, in a way, that Hitler and Goering are not alive 
and in captivity. I can think of no greater punishment than to 
drive them each day through one of the German cities. 


Trains There were two of these special cars, former private cars 

of the top Nazis, on the army train which took us into 
the Ruhr Valley. We drew lots to see who would get the “super- 
sleepers,” and I drew one which Von Ribbentrop had used and 
which, later, had been assigned to Eva Braun. ~ 

At mealtime we always drew the shades on the diner. It was 
wiser, and also one couldn’t very well eat in comfort as the train 
frequently stopped in stations and the Germans could stare right 
into your plate. 

They ate under Hitler and they are not eating much now. 

And we cannot solve it by pulling down the shades. 

I wish we could. 

But one of our troubles, as a nation, is that we somewhat wist- 
fully seek to pull down a shade between us and all the rest of the 
world and try to believe that by not seeing something we solve it. 

As was said long ago, you cannot eat democracy. 

It must be learned and accepted and it cannot be imposed. Other 
forms of government can. 

If we fail to stay in Europe until the job is done we will have 
cursed future generations even more severely than we have been 
cursed. 

You thought deeply on these things, sitting in Eva’s tub, sleep- 
ing in her bed. 


An Experiment To 
Watch With Interest 


At one minute after midnight on Jan. 1 all 
Britain’s railroads and canals passed out of the 
hands of their private owner: into government 

s begins the biggest experiment in government own- 
ership and operation of a national utility the Western World has 
ever witnessed. Never doubt but that every railroad executive in 
the United States will be watching that experiment with keenest 
interest. 

The closest we have ever come to a similar program was when 
the government took over control of transportation during the first 
and second World Wars. In those cases, however, while there was 
government co-ordination, the roads remained in the practical opera- 
tion of their former management.

Gne of the primary objectives sought by gov- 
Lower Costs? ernment operation in Britain is a lowering of 
overall operating costs to permit reduction in both passenger and 
freight rates which, it is argued, are now far too high. 

Furthermore, the damage suffered by British railroads because 
of the war was so tremendous no source other than governmental 
could hope to provide the capital outlays for rehabilitation and 
modernization, which are now essential. ; 

Few people in the United States realize the extensive role that 
railroads play in every-day life in Britain. Even traveled Americans 
rarely grasp the vital service played by Britain’s rails. 

British people depend, to far greater extent than do Americans, 
on the railroads for personal transportation. Small though Britain 
is, by comparison with the United States, a far larger number of 
passengers are transported there than in this country. For 1946, 
for instance, while British trains carried 1,266,000,000 passengers, 
all railroads in the United States combined totaled only 790,824,000. 


: There are varied reasons for this. In the 
Fewer Automobiles first place there are far fewer automo- 


biles, in ratio to population, there than here. Secondly, there is 
scarcely a village anywhere in the highly populated island which is 


not served, and well served, by a railroad. Another cause of the | 


high passenger total is the very congestion of the population, which 
results in a daily outpouring, all over the country, of what we would 
call “commuters.” That is, men.and women going to and from a 
near-by tity, to work, to shop, to attend to a myriad of personal 


affairs. 


Good Trains Although Americans are often tempted to laugh 
in England, the truth is their trains run with amazing speed, smooth- 
ness and on schédule. 

The roadbeds are so well constructed the visitor does not realize 
the speed quickly attained by many British trains. With practically 
no vibration many a train there exceeds 60 miles per hour as a 
regular schedule. 

There were, even when I was @ boy, trains making the 210-mile 
run between Londor. and Liverpool] in less than 210 minutes, in- 
cluding stops. 

There was an 18-mile run, from Liverpool to my home station 
of Birkdale, when I was a youngster first starting to work in my 
father’s office, which was made in exactly 18 minutes. They de- 
signed special locomotives for this run, locomotives which could 
accelerate and decelerate speed very fast. They almost eliminated 
the smoke stack entirely, because the engine itself was so large 
there was no room to spare under the bridges. 

° I have read that if ever Britain’s civilization disappears, as did 
that of the early Egyptians, the relic which archaeologists ofa future 
age will uncover, will be the roadbeds, the tunnels and the bridges 
of the British railroads. They represent the most enduring con- 
struction of the land »nd will be the last to crumble, everi as the 
pyramids remain along the’ Nile. 

Of course, I don’t know how they are today, after the ravages 
of war, but in the old days a British train, with its speed, smooth 
running, separate. comnartments, comfortable, reserved seats, was 
super transportation. Even when you traveled third, or second, 
class. On a main line, that was. 

Third class on some of the little branch lines was pretty tough 
accommodation. 

But, with all our own problems of competition, higher costs, 
etc., railroads in the United States will undoubtedly watch the 
British experiment in government ownership with rapt attention. 

Anyway, Britain’s Labor Government won't be able to boast, like 
Mussolini, about “making the trains run on time.”

December Term, 1947 Grand Jury. re- 
spectfully submit herewith to the Court 
the Jury's Presentments: 

Il INCREASE IN CRIME 

There has been a serious increase in 
crime in Fulton County. While Federal 
Bureau of Investigation reports indicate 
a nationwide increase, the Fulton County 
record is much higher than the na- 
tional average. During the past computed 
year (1946) 9.006 persons were arrested 


for serious crimes in our county—an iIn-) 
crease of 23 percent over the previous!

year. In addition, 49.261 
arrested for less serious crimes, 
crease of 10 percent. 

ll. LACK OF CO-OPERATION 

The November-December Grand Jury 
is alarmed by evidence of lack of co- 
operation between the agencies charged 
with enforcement of our laws. 

A most flagrant example is the case 
of Wilson Smith who admitted serious 
and continued violations of the auto- 
mobile theft ect but was given a minor 
penalty by our Superior Court 

Outside interference and influence on 
our, courts is extremely dangerous and 
injarious to our Democratic structure. 


WE RECOMMEND that the Fulton 
County Delegation to the General Assem- 
bly prepare the necessary legislation to 
make it a felonious offense for any 
person to attempt to influence a Judge’s 
decision as to sentence of a crimina] ex- 
cept in the regular legal trial procedure. 


Ill. CHARACTER WITNESSES 

This Grand Jury deplores the action of 
sO© many well-meaning, but grossly mls- 
led individuals who appear as character 
witnesses for law violators. 

The employment of character witnesses 
has its proper place in the courts, espe- 
cially in cases involving minor offenses 
anc to aid innocent victims of circum- 
stances. However, the current practice of 
individuals testifying to the good char- 
acter of admitted law breakers who con- 
fess to serious crimes will, if permitted 
to continue. destroy the purpose for 
which character witnesses are intended. 

Self-confessed felons who deliberately 
pian to and succeed in defrauding their 
fellow men of thousands of dollars cer- 
tainly do not merit the testimony of any 
conscientious citizen as to their good 
character 

We urge our citizens, and particularly 
our public officials who should set an 


example of good citizenship. to consider | 
the | 


carefully their own obligations to 


public before taking an oath and swear-' 
ing to the good name of self-confessed.

TV. LENIENCY FOR REPEATERS , 
The attention of the Citizens of Fui- 


ton County is particularly directed to} 


the Criminal Court of Fulton County 
‘not to be confused with the 
Court) This Grand Jury has 
shocked by the large number of repeater 
criminals. Inquiry into the previous rec- 
ords of these repeater criminals 
inveriably revealed small fines and sus- 
pended sentences for previous convictions 
in the Criminal Court of Fulton County. 

Leniency for first offenders in misde- 
meanar cases. under some circumstances, 
is probably desirable and wise. but to 
grent leniency to criminals who abuse 
such leniency and become repeaters is 
.to destroy the purpose for which the 
power of leniency is vested in the Judges 
of our Courts 

The failure of our courts to use wisely 
the power to grant leniency, particularly 
tn the case of repeater criminals, 4s, in 
our opinion. a major contributing factor 
te the increase in crime. We call the 
attention of our taxpayers to the fact 
that last vear more than $3,000,000.00 in 
tax money was spent in Fulton County 
anc Atlanta just for the detection. trial 
and detention of criminals 

V. LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCIES 

This Grand Jury directs the attention 
of the people of Fulton County to the 
recent published statement of Sheriff 
Foster that a prisoner in his custody is 
being given preferential treatment be- 
cause he controls a large number of 
votes. Persons who have been convicted 
of crime and sentenced by the courts 
should not be given preferential treat- 
ment by elected or appointed public 
officials 

A public office belongs to the people

office of trust to which they are elected 
is not their own personal property. We. 


Public officials must realize that 


strongly recommend that Such discrimi- 
nation as the Sheriff said is being given 
in the case of Horace White be discon- 
tinued at once. 

There has been considerable evidence 
that members of the Police Department, 


in their zeal to apprehend and hold sus-, 


pected persons. in not permitting such 
individuals to exercise their legal 
provided by the Constitution and 
of our State and Nation. We urge that 
all members of our law enforcement 
agencier be informed concerning. the 
protection which our Constitution and 
laws provide for every citizen. To refuse 
to permit a person to communicate with 
members of their family. 
etc.. ix contrary to the form of govern- 
ment which our people have established 
Every citizen has specific rights. It is 
just as much the duty of law enforce- 
ment officers to protect these rights as 
it is to apprehend criminals. To do other- 
wise is to emulate isms and 
methods which are repugnant 
citizen 

This Grand Jury believes that the effi- 
ciency of our law enforcement agencies 
is seriousivy impaired because of the fail- 
ure of our governing bodies to provide 
more adequate funds for personnel. The 
qualifications and standards can be 
raised for members of our law enforce- 
ment agencies only if the salary scale is 
increased. /The protection of the lives and 
property ff our people. especially with 
the increasing crime toll, is a very im- 
portant function of government. We rec- 
ommend that our ounty Commission- 
ers. County Manager. and the Mayor and 
Council of Atlan find a way to make 
additional funds available to our law 
@iforcement agencies so that the salary 
scales may -be increased and the qualifi- 
cations for employment be _ simultane- 


Pously raised. 
VI. MENTAL CASES ; 
Considerable investigation has been 
condéucted by this Grand Jury in an en- 
Geavor to determine whether facilities 
were availabie to care for the mentally 
Ceranged individuals who have not com- 
mitted crimes.

It was found the conditions in respect 
to this situation were deplorable and 
while the Fulton-DeKalb Hospital Au- 
‘thority assures us that they would gladly 
take care of such conditions if the facili- 
ties were possible, they are hopeful that 
in the new Grady Hospital, if and. when 
built, proper arrangements therefor may 
ibe provided.

X. JUDGE TO SENTENCE CRIMINALS | 


It is further recommended that the 
law governing the sentencing of eT- 
‘sons convicted of felonies be amefided 
to provide that sentence shall be set by 
the trial] Judge instead of the jury. The 
jury. under our law, does not have in- 
formation concerning the previous rec- 
ord of the defendant whereas this can 
be secured by the Judge before passing 
sentence 

XI. THREE TIME CONVICTIONS 

It is further recommended that. legal 
provision be enacted whereby three con- 
victions of a felony or 
shall automatically require the maximum 
penalty provided by law and that such 
sentence shall be bevond recourse of 
probation. parole or pardon 

XII. DRUNK DRIVERS 

A glaring example of lack of co-ordi- 
jnation between our courts: was vividly 
brought out in trving to determine the 
procedure of handling drunken driving 
cases appearing before the Recorders 
Court and the Fulton County Criminal 
Court. Conceding the fact that the trial 
of such cases before the Recorders Court 
is illegal, according to the Stunreme 
Court's decision. as shown in 199 Geor- 
gia Rewvorts, pace 163, this Grand Jury 
contends that if the practice of . trving 
such cases is to continue that the Judges 
of the City Recorder Courts of Atlanta, 
East Point. Hapeville. College Park. Al- 
oharetta.

For Better Jobs in 1948 


NEW YORK, Jan. 4—Gals, if you’ve got a secret am- 
bition to sit on the Supreme Court bench or follow in 


Madame Frances Perkins’ footsteps, don’t think it’s hope- 


less—the business and government worlds are still men’s 
strongholds, but the fairer sex, in a quiet and energetic 
way, is marshaling its forces to storm them in 1948. 


Two prominent women’s 
groups active in New York are 
sponsoring programs to improve 
the opportunities of women in 
higher positions and to help 
them qualify for these jobs, 
spurred by the fact that on look- 
ing around the world, they find 
that American women, for all 
their much-publicized progress 
have lagged far behind women 
of other nations in competing 
with men for top-bracket jobs. 


Five women were appointed 
to cahinet positions in Europe 
in 1047—Mme. Germaine 
Poinso-Chapuis was named 
Minister of Public Health in 
France; Anna Pauker became 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in 
Rumania; Mrs. Ludmila Jan- 
kocova was appointed Minis- 
ter of Industry in Czechoslo- 
vakia; Prof. Karin of Sweden 
became a consultative minis- 
ter, and Tsola Dragoytchova 
was named Minister of Posts 
and Telegraphs in Bulgaria. 
The United States has never 
had a woman in the cabinet 
except for Mme. Frances Per- 
kins, who resigned two years 
ago, | 

Even India, where women in 

some sections are still in Pur; 
dah, is ahead of us in appointing 
a woman to a high government 
job. Mme. Vijaya Lakshmi Pan- 
dit was named Ambassador to 


the USSR in 1947. We have nev- . 


er had a woman ambassador, 
although two American women 
have served as. ministers — to 
Norway and Denmark. 


We have no women in the 
Senate and only seven in the 
House of Representatives, com- 
pared to 24 women currently in 
the British House of Commons, 
and no American woman has 
ever been elected to a state Gov-- 
ernorship, although four have 
filled temporary terms. 

Lack or space prevents g0- 
ing into details as to the fail- 
ure of women to reach top 
positions in other fields, but 
in business, industry and even 
education it is observable that 
policy-making jobs rarely go 
to women.
